— (A P )— “The 
Little Brown Church in the Vale,” 
made famous by a song: from the 
pen of a traveler who admired it 
50 years ago, has added to its dis­ 
tinction as a matrimonial shrine. 
At the same hand-hewn 
altar 
where 
Congregational 
pioneers 
from New- England first worshipped 
in Iowa’s frontier days, 148 couples 
took vows of 
marriage 
in 
one 
month of this year—a new record 
for an Iowa church. 
Sturdy sons of the wilderness 
hauled hardwood over 60 miles of 
corduroy roads to build this parish 
house which by a whim of circum­ 
stances has became a mecca for 
wedding parties and tourists. 
On the frame walls of this pil­ 
grimage, still lighted by the origi­ 
nal kesosene bracket lamps, hangs 
a yellow manuscript which 
un­ 
veils the secret of the 
church’s 
fame. 
It is a tattered copy of the 
song, ‘‘The Little Brown Church 
in the Vale,” as composed by the 
author, Dr. W. S. Pitts. 
Half a century ago Dr.

[ wTote the song to the little church 
he admired. The meeting house re­ 
tained its fame long after the song 
became a cherished memory. 
; 
In 1926 four hundred and twenty- 
nine couples flocked to the church 
I for wedlock. On one day this sum­ 
mer the youthful pastor, the Rev. 
J. L. McCorison, Jr., 
united 
16 
couples. 
But the toll of wedding bells in 
the secluded shrine tells only half 
i the story. 
Because of marriage 
I fees collected there, the church has 
been able to cancel a 62 year old 
debt contracted when ox teams 
brought timbers to build it. In one 
year $2,301 was paid in 
wedding 
I fees, $1,152 in souvenirs 
and 
a 
j total of $7,331 was collected from 
J all sources. 
Thousands of 
curious 
visitors 
annually peer into the door of the 
church, always open, to view the 
rough-hewn pews, the proturding 
rafters and the aged organ. 
One year 40,000 persons came 
to see the spot that inspired the 
“Little Brown Church in the Vale.”

Coll aday, Republican national com­ 
m itteem an for voteless W ashing­ 
ton, and Samuel J. Prescott, head 
of the Republican district com m it­ 
tee, were prompt to say when Hoo­ 
ver’s election was assured was th at 
they hoped he would be more lib­

They had in mind, no doubt, re­ 
vival of the once famous inaugural 
ball. 
Also, return of the immacu­
